by his bedside all night. As it was the 
first time that this precaution was taken, 
it was feared by the family and inquiring 
friends that the end was near, and at mid­ 
night he pa**ed oft quietly.

was brought h “re some days ago, and the 
change a? tirst was thought to have bene­ 
fited him. 
An unfortunate turn in his 
disease took place Thursday, however, and 
it was necessary to recall Dr. Pepper, who 
had l*een attending him tint had gone 
away f.*r a few days. 
Dr. Pepper imme­ 
diately returned from Philadelphia, but it 
was too late, as Mr Scott’s disease was 
accompanied by a complication of the 
throat, and all that could tie done was to 
ease the last day* of tin* dying man.

a century afterward, in 18*4, when Mr. 
Scott was elected to the Forty-ninth con­ 
gress, he gave Senator Gorman a gorgeous 
dinner at 
D.lmonico’s 
Young Scott 
served as pace in the house for six years. 
In 184m He went to Erie, Ph., as a clerk in 
t he shipping business 
Mil'll1 Money R apidly. 
Western Pennsylvania and eastern Ohio 
were attracting settlers from the east, 
and iron mining and shipping interests 
began to di vdop. 
Mr Seott in 1850 *e- 
cured an interest in <coal fields, then de­ 
veloping 
in 
Pennsylvania, 
and 
in 
iron manufacturing and the «hipping 
business on Lake 
Erie. 
He managed 
these varied industries simultaneously 
and made money rapidly. As the railroad 
interests of t he section developed Mr 
S ott invested in them until, it is said, fie 
owned or controlled, as president or di­ 
rector, g-J.ooj miles of 
railroads.
